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Six Learn How To Promote 
Better Student Government 


“Promote Better Student 
Government” was the theme tor 
the 1964-65 annual Southern 
University Student Government 
Association convention held In 
Gatllnhurg April 29 through May 

"Hie six students who repre¬ 
sented The University of Ten¬ 
nessee Martin Branch were 
Margaret Fisher, Martha Lee 
Woods, Marita Moseman, Larry 
Bates, Sam Nallllng and Buddy 
Mitchell. The faculty advisor 
who accompanied the group was 
Dr. Phillip Watkins, assistant 
professor of biology. 

The purposes of this con¬ 
vention were to make It pos¬ 
sible for different student 
government leaders to exchange 
Ideas on student government and 
show the research that has been 
done on problems concerning 
the student government of uni¬ 
versities and colleges in the 
southeastern United States. 

In the keynote address, the 
speaker, Wayne Seabolt, stated 
that the student government 
should be broad and flexible, 
a chain of communication. It 
should allow students to parti¬ 
cipate In school organizations 
and encourage political, aca¬ 
demic and social activities. 
With these In mind, through 
SUSGA, the student government 
leaders were given a chance to 
learn how to accomplish the 
goals of their campus In a bet¬ 
ter way. 

Panel discussions were at¬ 
tended by the representatives. 
These dealt with such topics 
as entertainment, school en¬ 
thusiasm, communications, 
constitutions and how to form 
them and financing. 

Each group brought out Indi¬ 
vidual school problems for dis¬ 
cussion and Ideas and sugges¬ 
tions were made as to finding 
solutions. 

Leaders from different col¬ 
leges and universities explained 
the structure of their students’ 
government and whether It was 
effective or not. This gave the 
group a better understanding of 
structures and something to use 
as a basis for comparing their 
own government to that of other 
schools. 


tar y of the All Students Associa¬ 
tion. They discussed the vari¬ 
ous ways In which this Is handled 
and discovered that many 
schools work through the bur¬ 
sar's office as does UTMB, 
Also, projects were suggested 
for raising money and It was 
brought out that at some schools 
In the student government offi¬ 
cers are paid. In regard to 
women’s student government, 
she found that an effective dorm 
council should be established. 

"It was a real experience. 
It would be good If next year’s 
new officers could be elected 
early enough to attend,” Marita 
added. 

Concerning intercollegiate 
rivalries, Martha tee Woods, 
UTMB cheerleader, stated that 
It was emphasized that school 
spirit must be Instilled in the 
freshmen so that It can grow as 
they grow In school. It cannot 
be left until the senior year and 
then suddenly expected of the 
student. 

In campus Involvement, this 
was also emphasized In de¬ 
veloping leaders for the 
campus. Their Interest must 
grow. Everyone on campus 
must work and pull together. 
Also she found that there are 
other "suitcase” colleges with 
the same problems we have. 

Martha Lee also said that the 
party system was also dis¬ 
cussed. In respect to this she 
said, "We must look at this 
objectively and see If It Is good 
for a school our size.” There 
are other schools our size with 
this system but they have fewer 
organizations. 

During the convention, the 
group was entertained by vari¬ 
ous entertainers which Included 
Beverly Wright, Don Conflentl, 
the Four Preps, the Town 
Criers, The Continentals, and 
The Platters, 

Agents for various enter¬ 
tainers were present at the 
convention for the purpose of 
signing engagements with the 
colleges for the coming year. 

Fifty-nine colleges and uni¬ 
versities were represented at 
SUSGA with from 1 to 40 dele¬ 
gates from each school. 


Margaret Fisher, editor of 
The Volette, said of the conven¬ 
tion, “From these meetings and 
discussions, we that attended 
from UTMB gained very much 
information that we can formu¬ 
late and pass on to the students 
through the student government 
next year. We all now have a 
1 •etter understanding of our 
problems and the ways to solve 
them. I think that the en¬ 
thusiasm and the understanding 
gained at SUSGA will definitely 
help students government at 
UTMB be better next year.”

Gowns Worn At Commencement 
Had Beginnings in 12th Century 



The history of the distinctive 
gowns worn at commencement 
ceremonies today goes back to 
the very beginnings of the 
European universities In the 
12th century. 

It began In a very logical 
way. Students wore exactly the 
same clothes as other people 
of the day. Long, full-flowing 
gowns were worn by people In 
every level of society until about 
1600 when new fashions brought 
In breeches and capes. Plumed 
hats then replaced hoods which 
had i>een worn over the head or 
draped down the back when not 
needed. 

Even before the general 
fashion had moved on, English 
universities had t*egun to pre- 
scrll>e details of scholars’ ap¬ 
parel to distinguish the dif¬ 
ferent degrees of learning and 
the faculties. 

When fashion did change, 
scholars kept their original 
styles because they were pre¬ 
scribed by university statute. 
As early as 1358, Oxford tailors 
had tried to shorten the length 
of university garments. Tills 
move was defeated by a solemn 
enactment which stated that ‘'It 
is honourable and In accordance 
with reason that clerks, to whom 
God has given advantage over 
the lay folk In their adornments 
within, should likewise differ 
from the lay folk outwardly In 
dress.” 

The Oxford or “mortar- 
Ixiard" cap came Into u,sH»ur- 
lng the 16th century but 
authorities differ on Its origin. 
One states that It was “square” 
to be like scholars and their 
liooks. Another stated that It 
was derived from the master 
workman’s mortarboard and 
still another said that It was 
adopted from the quadrangular 
shape of the Oxford campus. 

Caps and gowns have been 
used In many American schools 
since colonial times but It was 
not until atxwt 1885 that there 
was a widespread student move¬ 
ment for their use at com¬ 
mencement ceremonies 
throughout the country. The 
graduating students seemed to 
feel a need for a significant 
and dignified apparel for the 
occasion, and the democratic 
as well as the traditional qual¬ 
ities appealed to them. The 
faculties were quick to approve 
tills practical and dignified 
graduation dress, and soon

members of the faculty 
themselves adopted the custom 
of wearing gowns at academic 
ceremonies, and an occasional 
hood even appeared, though 
fashioned after no particular 
code as to pattern and color. 

By 1895 the Intercollegiate 
Commission had prepared a 
code for academic costume 
which was approved by 95 per 
cent of the American univer¬ 
sities and colleges. 

The Code provides for three 
types of gown§, , Those worn by 
the bachelors are made of black 
worsted material andhavelong, 
pointed sleeves. Masters may 
wear either black silk or woolen 
gowns, made with along, closed 
sleeve with an* arc appearing 
near the bottom and a silt for 
the arm. The doctors’ gowns 
are black silk with full, round, 
open sleeves. The color of the 
velvet trim may be black or the 
same color as the velvet, indi¬ 
cative of the faculty, which 
edges the hood. 

It Is the hood, which is the 
most Important and distinctive 
feature of the American Code. 
The system enables anyone at¬ 
tending an academic function in 
tills country to distinguish at a 
glance the degree held and the 
university which granted It. The 
doctor’s, master’s, and bache¬ 
lor’s hoods are four feet, three 
and a half feet, and three feet 
long respectively. They are 
made In the Oxford shape and 
are of black cloth matching 
gowns. The hoods are lined 

with silk In the official academic 

color or colors of the Institu¬ 
tion conferring the degree. The 
binding or trim Is two Inches 
wide for bachelor’s, three 
Inches for master’s, and five 
Inches wide for doctor’s de¬ 
grees. The color of this velvet 
trim Indicates the department to 
which the degree pertains. 

In assigning these last 
colors, the Code relied on the 
tradition built in the European 
and especially English univer¬ 
sities. For example, the white 
for the departments of arts and* 
letters is taken from the white 
fur trimming of the Oxford and 
Cambridge bachelor of arts 
hoods. Red, the traditional 
color of the church, Indicates a 
degree In theology, while green, 
the color of medicinal herbs, 
stands for medicine.

customs, and there were signs 
which told them that they were 
approaching the abode of the 
mighty chieftain. 

Reelfoot sent runners for¬ 
ward to notify the great Choctaw 
Chief Copiah, that a friendly 
party approached. When the 
village was reached Reelfoot 
went forward to offer the proper 
homage to Copiah, and then, 
he beheld his dream princess, 
more beautiful than he had ever 
dared imagine, sitting close by 
the side of the chief, her father. 

After they had smoked the 
great peace pipe and eaten of the 
freshly killed game, he Inquired 
of young Reelfoot the reason for 
his visit. Reelfoot replied that 
he was on a pilgrimage to find 
a princess to rule his tribe with 
him and that now he saw his 
heart’s desire for the first time. 

At this the old chief was 
filled with rage, for he knew the 
beauty and entrancing charm of 
his only daughter, and what chief 
would want his daughter to 
marry one deformed, even 
though he be powerful. 

Reelfoot became sick at 
heart when his offer of mar¬ 
riage was refused, but this only 
made him more determined to 
have this one Indian maiden. 
He offered her father pearls, 
skins and other treasures but 
these treasures weren’t accept¬ 
ed for the princess’ hand 
because of the warning of the 
Great Spirit. 

The Great Spirit spoke to 
Reelfoot saying that an Indian 
must not steal his wife away 
from any neighboring tribe, for 
such was tribal law, and If he 
disobeyed and carried off the 
princess that he, the Great 
Spirit, would cause the earth to 
rock and the waters to swallow 
up his village and bury his 
people in a watery grave. 

Reluctantly Reelfoot return¬ 
ed home without his princess. 
But no matter how much he 
worked he could not keep from 
thinking about his love. So, for 
the first time Reelfoot did not 
want to believe the Great Spirit. 
When the maize was gathered, 
he and his warriors went south 
to capture the forbidden maiden. 

He brought his princess 
home and there was great re¬ 
joicing. The festival fires of the 
.. marriage rites burned brightly, 
but suddenly the earth began to 
roll in rhythm with the kettle¬ 
drums and tom-toms. 

The Indians tried to flee to 
the hills, but the rocklngearth 
made them reel and stagger. 
The Great Spirit stamped his 
foot, and the Father of waters 
heard and, backing on his 
course, rushed over Reelfoot’s 
country. 

Where the Great Spirit 
stamped the earth, the Mis¬ 
sissippi formed a beautiful lake 
In the bottom of which lay 
Reelfoot, his bride and his 
people. 

This Is only one of the nu¬ 
merous romantic and beautiful 
legends surrounding Reelfoot 
Lake. It Is a lake of mystery 
and enchanting beauty. 

Reelfoot has been of Interest 
to many mainly because of Its 


strange formation. It was 
formed In the winter months of 
1811 and 1812 by a series of 
earthquakes. These quakes 
began In December of 1811 and 
continued through February of 
1812. Reelfoot Lake was form¬ 
ed by the sinking of the lands 
during possibly the most severe 
earthquakes that history has 
ever known. Fortunately tills 
area was sparsely settled and 
few people were killed. The 
earthquakes received their 
name from the fact that most 
of the narratives of this oc¬ 
currence came from the town of 
New Madrid, Missouri. 

Reelfoot Is located in the 
northwestern part of Tennessee 
and contains about 20,000 acres 
of water. It Is about five miles 
wide and 14 miles long. Reel¬ 
foot holds Interest for hunters 
with its ample supply of ducks, 
geese, and fur bearing animals- 
mink, red fox, gray fox, and 
coons; for fishermen with Us 
vast quantities of crapple, bass, 
perch, and catfish; and for the 
vacationers It offers a variety 
of scenes and Indian artifacts. 
There are sever 1 Islands In 
this lake on wh ici are Indian 
mounds and many relics have 
been taken from these mounds 
proving that Indians once hunted 
In this area. 

Before the formation of the 
lake, this region was covered by 
a luxuriant forest with little 
streams and bayous running 
through It. This can be proven 
since these channels can still 
be traced today because of the 
lack of cypress trunks and the 
depth being greater than the ad¬ 
jacent waters. One of the most 
enchanting sites of Reelfoot Is 
the huge cypress stumps that 
are found In the water. 

There have been personal 
accounts of the earthquakes that 
troubled this period. It was 
observed that during the 
daytime when the quakes struck, 
vapors and gases escaped from 
the ground. There were three 
major earthquakes of near equal 
intensity and destructiveness 
which occurred before the earth 
settled In its present position, 
although series of tremors oc¬ 
curred a year after the first 
initial shock. One Interesting 
thing that happened after these 
lands had sunk was that the 
Mississippi River In filling up 
these sunken lands ran up¬ 
stream for a period of 48 hours. 

Today Reelfoot is a number 
one vacation spot In Tennessee. 
It Is most commonly known as 
“sportsmen’s paradise” and 
“the playground of the Tri- 
States.” With Its varied growth 
of plant Ufe-wild rice, marsh 
grass and saw grass, Reelfoot 
furnishes a haven for wild life 
that makes It probably one of the 
greatest hunting and fishing 
preserves In the nation. 

A number of reasons why 
Reelfoot is an attraction center 
are; It is accessible by hard 
roads at all seasons, has ample 
hotel facilities, bathing beaches 
and amusement parks; but most 
of all the fact that good “ole 
Southern hospitality” makes 
the visitors feel at home. 
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A.C. Holt, district super¬ 
visor of The Upjohn Company,' 
will be on campus May 7 to 
Interview seniors for positions 
In the company.
